McDonald Creek. 


According to the daily Alaskan the 
Canadians who were so anxious to have 
Americans excluded from Atlin will 
have to have them for neighbors any- 
how, as the following will show: 

The richest gold strike that has been 
made for months has just been reported 
from McDonald ereek, North west terri- 
tory. The newstrike is located just 
over the boundary line between British 
Columbia and Northwest territory, and 
drains the natural basin that slopes 


toward Lake Marsh and the upper 
Yukon. 
MeDonald creek is five miles long 


and this besin that it drains is praeti- 


cally a continuation of the same natural |
